These 
involved movements of vir- 
tually all parts of the body— 
forelimbs, hind limbs, tail. 
trunk, head and ears. Many 
of the effects resembled 
spontaneous activity... 

“Complex motions such as 
yawning, sneezing, licking, 
shaking the head and hop- 
ping were also elicited. Even 
if we tried to impede the 
response by holding the ani- 
mals they struggled to free 
themselves in order to fol- 
low the command of the 
brain stimulation... 

“When we stimulated an- 
other area, oridinarily tame 
ang peaceful animals hissed, 
spat, bit and became rather 
dangerous to handle.” 

By stimulating other areas 
it possible to make 
frie out of enemies and 
evoke symptoms of content- 
ment in ordinarily hostile 
subjects, the scientist re- 
ported.
